WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (UP)— 
The United Mine Workers shut 
down the coal industry today to 
make sure its 480,000 members 
vote against candidates for Con- 
gress who supported the Taft- 
Hartley labor law. 

More than 1,500,000 other union 
members took the day off in ac- 
cordance with contract terms or 
obtained -several hours’ leave un- 
der state laws to go to the polls. 

Organized labor’s stated objec- 
tive is to defeat every Congress- 
man who voted for the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. Few unionists bélieve 
but 
they hope to come close enough 
to impress Congress with Lador's 
political power. 

Labor also hoped to defeat 
closed shop bars proposed in Mas- 
sachusetts, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona, and a proposal to repeal 
California’s Railroad Full Crew 
Act. 

Absentees to Be Fined? 

Thousands of John L. Lewis's 
coal miners were called to special 
election day meetings by their 
local unions to make sure they 
vote. In many locals absentees 
will be fined if they don’t attend. 

The shutdown, it was estimated, 
will cost the miners: more than 
$6,000,000 in wages and about $500,- 
000 for their welfare and retire- 
ment fund. 

Across the country 80,000 other 
union members stayed away from 
their jobs to work for the CIO 
Political Action Committee as poll 
watchers, baby sitters and drivers 
of cars to take voters to the bal- 
loting places. 

Lewis, like other labor leaders, 
opposes the Republican- -sponsored 
Taft-Hartley act. But ynlike most 
of the others, he called for the 
defeat - of President Truman, al- 
though he did not endorse the 
nominee, Thomas E. Dewey. 

Today's labor voting will be 
heaviest in New York and Mas- 
sachusetts and in the coal states 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana.

Some 
precincts reported 75 per cent of 
the registered vote had been cast 
by noon. Belleville and Freeburg 
also reported heavy early voting, 
with about half the 1100 registered 
voters of Freeburg going to the 
polls before noon. 

The heavy early turnout was 
due in part to the late opening of 
stores, permitting employes to 
vote @arly, and to “holidays” de- 
clared by some labor unions. It 
was noticed that voters were tak- 
ing longer than usual to mark bal- 
lots, an indication of careful 
scratching of certain candidates.

Two New Firms Proposed—One to Run production and distribution 


Theaters and Other to Hold Pro- 
duction Assets. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP)— 
The Department of Justice an- 
nounced yesterday, it had accepted 
a reorganization plan proposed by 
the Radio-Keith-Orpheum Corp. to 
meet the terms of an anti-trust 
judgment against the company. 

A statement said the plan will 
be presented to the United States 
District Court in New York Nov. 
8 as an agreement bétween the 
corporation and the government. 

The plan is designed to divorce 
RKO’s local motion picture exhi- 
bition business from its production 
and distribution business within 
one year. 

It arose from the Justice De- 
partment's anti-trust action 
against eight of the nation’s lead- 
ing motion picture concerns hav- 
ing interests in the production, 
distribution and exhibition fields. 

The Supreme Court last summer 
upheld the Government’s allega- 
tion of monopolistic practices and 
sent the case back to the District 
Court for the shaping of a final 
judgment ‘to end the practices 
complained of by the department. 

RKO’s proposal provides: 

1. Contingent on the approval 
of stockholders within 90 days, 
RKO will be dissolved in favor 
of two new companies, one to 
operate theaters, and the other 
to hold its production and dis- 
tribution assets. The new con- 
cerns will be known as the New 
Picture Co. and the New The- 
ater Co., both being owned by 
existing stockholders. | 

2. Howard Hughes, who has 
large interests in the motion 
picture and aviation fields, and 
who is now a controlling stock- 
holder in RKO, will dispose of 
his interest in one of the new 
companies within a year. 

3. RKO will sell its interest in 
21 theaters jointly owned with 
independent exhibitors. ' 

4. The corporation will end 
similar joint ownerships in 30 
additional theaters within a 
year. In the case of these prop-

This would compel the Russians 
to make at the highest level the 
decision as to whether or not to 
fire on the convoy. It ‘would 
cause the decision to be referred 
to the Kremlin, and, if war re- 
sulted, there could be no question 
as to who was responsible. 

This may be called the political 
approach, and its purpose is the 
fixing of responsibility and thus 
the maintenance of our moral ad- 
vantage with the rest of the world. 

The strictly military approach 
was different. Those who held this 
view claimed that prior notifica- 
tion would throw away the ad- 
vantage of surprise. They wanted 
to prepdre the convoy secretary, in 
several widely separated locations, 
to assemble it swiftly in a single 
night’s march under the strictest 
security conditions, and then sud- 
denly to roll over the Russian 
zone frontier at a carefully chosen 
moment and push right on through 
to Berlin.

A speech by Dewey is a curious 
experience to the listener. His 
speeches have been, on the whole, 
fine speeches, admirably written. 
Moreover, Dewey’s timing, the rise 
and fall of his voice, his gestures, 
are almost perfect. To hear such 
a man in such times as these 
should be a moving experience. 
Yet it is not. There is something 
oddly disappointing about the ex- 
perience, something mechanical, 
over-rehearsed, a trifle chilling. 


This suggests Dewey’s gravest 


weakness, a weakness which is 
also a fact of very great po- 
litical importance. For all that 
Dewey is the odds-on favorite 
for the presidency, he still lacks 
the quality (which such men as 
Franklin Roosevelt, Wendell 
Willkie and Al Smith so notably 
had) which fires the imagination 
and captures the personal loy- 
alty of masses of the voters. A 
very high proportion of Dewey 
votes will really be anti-Truman 
votes. 


If Dewey is to become the kind 
of President he clearly wants and 
intends to be, this must be 
changed. In the troubled years 
which lie ahead, the job of the 
presidency will not be confined to 
oiling the creaking wheels of gov- 
ernment, important as this task 
may be. 


The next President will have to 
make decisions—such as the re- 
armament of western Europe — 
which will be immensely unpopu- 
lar with a great many immensely 
important people, including a large 
proportion of the Republican lead- 
ership. And he will have to make 
these decisions stick, in the face 
of bitter opposition in Congress 
and out. 


To do this more will be needed 
than competence, more than the 
genius for political organization 
which Dewey and his staff have 
consistently displayed. It will re-

debating society. It serves a useful purpose, but 
that purpose at the moment is no more than to 


serve as a forum in which the constructive mo- 
tives of the Western world can be contrasted 
with the obstructionism of Communist Russia. 

When the concept of a valid council 6f nation 
faded, we consoled ourselves with the vision of 
an integrated Western Europe, capable of nur- 
turing peace on the Continent. To bring this 
about, the United States would add to the blood“ 
and treasure expended in war several billions of 
dollars a year to subsidize the participating pow- 
ers for any fancied loss they might suffer in a 
period of transition. 

Yet, due to the inadequacy of our own foreign 


, policy and to the intransigeance of the ruling 


government in Britain, even this consolation 
prize\may be slipping from our hands. Sum- 
ming up the situation in the Washington Post, 
Sumner Welles wrote not long ago: 

Mr. Bevin, with his strange addiction to 
policies of utter sterility, has persuaded 
Attlee to voice the official disapproval o 
the British Government. Yet a majority of 
the Conservatives and Socialists, as well as 
British public opinion as a whole, seem to 
favor a European federation. ! 

Some members oi Congress, like Senator 
Fulbright, and a few newspapers, like the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, have had the vision 
to lead in a campaign to prove that the 
United States in its own interest should take 
positive action to further the project. But 
apart from lip service, this Governmént so 
far has shown no signs of having any policy. 
Ferdinand Kuhp, foreign correspondent of the 

Washington Post, writes that in Europe there is 
a “tendency to sbrug off the question of a re- 
newal of European help with a ‘Leave it to 
Joe, as if Soviet policy can be counted on to 
force new appropriations out of Congress re- 
gardiess of what Western Europe does for 
itself.” 

The plight of Europe today recalls the acrid 
words of T. E. Lawrence, composed for a preface 
to one of his editions of the “Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom.” Of his experiences in World War 1 
he wrote: 

We were fond together and there are 
many memories of ... the hopes in which 
we worked. It felt like morning, and the 
freshness of the world-to-be intoxicated us. 

.. Yet when we achieved and the new 
world dawned, the old men came out again 
and took from us our victory and re-made 
the world in the likeness of the former 
world they knew. Youth could win, but had 
not learned to keep, and was pitiably weak 
against age: We stammered that we had 
worked for a new heaven and a new earth, 
and they thanked us kindly and made their 
peace. 

Is it to be the same, down to the last jot and 
tittle of history, after World War II? Lawrence 
added with supreme cynicism, “When we are 
their age, no doubt we shall serve our children 
So. 

Must it be so? There is yet time to salvage 
from the postwar diplomatic wreckage something 
better than the former world we knew.“ The 
proposed North Atlantic defense pact, on which 
negotiations will begin as soon as Washington 
recovers from election fatigue, offers one op- 
portunity for an impressive gain. 

The negotiation of this pact affords a chance 
for the United States to exert new and greater 
pressure for Western European federation. With 
his eyes set on the Atlantic pact, even Foreign 
Secretary Bevin is now showing intérest in the 
project. If the American negotiators will let 
Mr. Attlee, Mr. Bevin, Mr. Queuille and the rest 
know that the United States expects Western 
Europe to put its own house in order before 
signing an Atlantic pact, it will give the move- 


ment for European unification great impetus.

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Shake on That 


Prince Akihido, only son of Emperor Hirohito 
of Japan, is taking lessons in the fine demo- 
cratic art of shaking hands, preparatory to en- 
trance upon the democratic way of life, In our 
own country; meanwhile, many democratic citi- 
zens go on shaking hands every day = 
knowing the first thing about it. 

Among the worst handshakers, in our ‘ihe 
ment, is the one whose hand has to be removed 
from one’s own hand and handed back. At the 
other extreme, and stil] worse, is the handshaker 
who has been learning how to impress others 
with the electric impact of his personality, and 
who grasps the other fellow’s hand in a vise of 
steel, erushing down on it with implacable mag- 
netism. hen there is the ruminative hand- 
shaker, who retains the hand indefinitely, every 
once in a while pumping it up and down in a 
rather absent-minded way to give emphasis to 
some point he is talking about. 

We gather that Akihido is going to avoid all 
such amateur errors as a professionally trained 
handshaker. Also we gather that he is going to 
shake hands like as good a democrat as possible 
—which, considering the Japanese monarchy in 
general, probably isn’t much.

Notwithstanding the fact that a presidential : 


election comes only once in four years, perhaps 
one voter out of every two will not even enter a 
polling place today. 

Estimates on the number of voters participat- 
ing range from 47,000,000 to 51,000,000. The lat- 
ter figure is so little better than the first, pro- 
portionately, that it is almost equally depressing. 

In 1940, the last previous peacetime presiden- 
tial election, only 49,000,000 voters exercised the 
right that men—as today’s cartoon puts it— 
“have died for.” This year’s registration is so 
low in New York that the total vote.in that state 
is expected to be proportionately the lowest in 
100,years. What can American citizens be think- 
ing of when they care so little for the means by 
which men keep themselves free? 

A table compiled by a Post-Dispatch staff 
writer shows that in the last comparable year in 
the nation as a whole only 62.4 per cent of the 
voters actually exercised their voting right. 

Missouri was twenty-second on the perform- 
ance list. With a percentage of 74.4, this state 
stood well above the national average, but it was 
well below the leading. state, Utah. In Utah, 
248,000 out of 298,000 voters went to the polls, 
for an 83 per cent record. 

A salute is in order, too, for West Virginia, 
only one-tenth of one point behind Utah. West 
Virginia's excellent performance reflects an un- 
usually alert working population, led by union- 
ists who believe in full use of the ballot. 

.At the opposite end of the scale are the poll 
tax-ridden states of the South. Virginia was no 
better than 22 per cent—while Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Mississippi and South Carolina all 
fell under Virginia. South Carolina was last 
with a turnout at the polls of only 100,000 out of 
990,000 eligible—a percentage of 10.1. 

In one of the states of the union, one voter in 
10 goes to the polls and yet the ballot is “a nem 
men have died for.”

The Donora tragedy will raise the question in 
many Cities as to whether industrial and domes- 
tic furnaces should be allowed tg operate as 
health menaces. Smog is not often a direct 
killer, but it is a serious breeder of disease, and 
a creator of filth and blight. Are its small sav- 
ings in fuel costs worth such sacrifices? 

While other communities are moved toward the 
enactment of adequate smoke-control measures, 
Donora should cause St. Louis to renew its res- 
olution to make sure at all times that its own 
pioneer law is rigidly enforced. 
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Television is being used to assist traffic. In

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Enterprise or Racket? 

Until he began closing mills, especially in New 
England, Royal Little was cheered as some- 
thing of a hero. As president of Textron, Inc., 
he Had in five years run an $8,000,000 textile 
business into one valued at $125,000,000, operat- 
ing five mills in the North and five in the South. 


But when he began to wipe out jobs on which 


communities were depending, people took a 
closer look. They discovered that he had made 
a deal with Puerto Rican authorities to build for 
him six mills worth $6,000,000. These are to be 
sold to g Textron subsidiary for $500,000 down 
and the rest out of future profits. They are to 
be free of taxes for 12 years. Labor is available 
in Puerto Rico for 25 cents an hour; the lowest 
rate in New England is 90 cents. 

Even more interesting is the way in which 
Little acquired capital for his sensational expan- 
sion. Six trust foundations were set up by Tex- 
tron, Inc., all ostensibly for charitable purposes. 
One of them, the Rhode Island Charities Trust, 
for example, has for its purpose the support of 
the Providence Community Fund. That looked 
like a fine public relations gesture. 

Investigation, however, discloses that its trus- 
tees, in Little’s own words, were permitted “to 
speculate in the most violent form.” Also, Tex- 
tron, has been selling its assets to these trusts 
and then regaining possession by lease. It is 
all perfectly legal, says Little. But to investiga- 
tors, it looks like a simple dodge to escape taxes. 
One of them bluntly called it a racket. 

Such trusts have been proliferating in recent 
years. Individuals as well as firms have set 
aside large sums of money for this fine-sounding 
purpose or that. Often relatives or corporation 
directors are made their trustees. Meanwhile, 
federal and, in some cases local taxes are 
avoided. And sometimes the donors manage, 
through indirect control, to continue to have the 
benefit of what they have given away. 

Genuine trusts, of course, are not to be dis-

As the furor over comics waxes and great 
minds debate their merits and demerits, 
my children and yours go right on read- 
ing them, For comics are “the thing” and 
the herd instinct is strong. 


If children are forbidden comics at home 
they'll read them somewhere else, and I 
question whether the sense of guilt in- 
volved in reading them sub rosa isn’t worse 
on youthful minds than the comic itself. 


At our house we don’t worry about com- 
ics. We allow our four children to read 
them, and occasionally read them ourselves 
because we want to be able to discuss 
them with the children, just as we dis- 
cuss “Treasure Island” and “Wind in the 
Willows.” And we are amazed to find that 
many anti-comic partisans have never read 
a comic; they are merely echoing things 
they’ve been told by others. 


There are comics and comics, just as 
there are books and books. Some comics 
are trash. So are some of the day’s best 
et But we don’t advocate abolishing 

ooks, 


By the same token it's unfair to 
classify all comics as unfit. Some publish- 
ers are making a sincere effort to provide 
comics which children can read without 
causing their parents gray hairs. 


Not Defending the Lurid 


I hold no brief for lurid sex and crime- 
ridden comics, but I heartily approve those 
which treat of historical events, which poke 
fun_ at, human foibles, which offer good ad- 
venture and entertainment, or which subt- 
ly infuse an exciting story with arguments 
for racial tolerance and other worthy aims. 
A child cannot be damaged by reading ma- 
terial which makes history seem real and 
exciting, or which furnishes a flesh-and- 
blood hero to drain off the hero-worship 
inherent in children. 

Maybe I just don’t catch all these sub- 
tle symbols of eroticism, sadism and worse 
which comics reputedly contain. Maybe 
most children don’t either. Well-intentioned 
adults are alarmed over many things chil- 
dren pass by unheeding. 

I can’t help wondering if comics, along 
with radio, haven't become the latest 
“whipping boy” for a failure of our whole 


society, Wouldn't children who are led 
astray by comics and radio be led-astray 
by some other influence if these were lack- 
ing? 

Juvenile delinquency existed before the 
printing press. My own children draw pic- 
tures of men shooting other men, using 
lots of hay vor I can’t blame the com- 
ics. My children and their friends drew 


such pictures before they ever saw a comic. 


I doubt if any child who has a happy 
hame, whose parents have done their job 
well, and who enjoys his school, family 
and friends ever suffers any rea] damage 
from reading the better comics. 
newsstand it’s possible to sort the wheat 
from the chaff. 


Persuasion Rather Than Orders 


As for the unworthy comics, we don’t 
forbid them. We try instead to influence 
our children away from them. A little 
ridicule helps, especially from Dad. He 
points out, in comradely fashion, where 
and how they are ridiculous, 


We find that our children tend to read 
the comics we approve, not because we 
say, “This is good for you, that js bad 
for you,” but because like most children 
they want to share their experiences with 
grownups. 


Another common complaint is that com- 
ics make a child lose interest in books. 
Shortly after our eldest son learned to read, 
I myself complained that he never read 
anything but comics. He answered that 
there was nothing else in the house for 
him to read. He had outgrown the library 
we'd selected for him. Now we keep plenty 
of books of his own age level, and while 
he still reads comics he is often more 
eager to continue one of the books. 


Like it or not, comics are as much a part 
of growing up as baseball, muddy shoes 
and arithmetic. There’s a sensible pro- 
gram for eliminating the evils so widely 
discussed: Encourage the good comics, im- 
prove the poor ones. As long as our chil- 
dren won't give up their comics~and they 
wont—we might as well concentrate on 
providing them with the best.

The Bitter Moral Struggle 


THE UNKNOWN SEA, by Francois Mauriac. (Henry 

Holt & Co., 236 pgs., $3.) 

Francois Mauriac is one of the most im- 
portant living French novelists. His great 
concern is the moral struggle in which 
man finds himself engaged—a bitter strug- 
gle from which he may attempt to with- 
draw, or which he may determinedly face, 
despite his knowledge of its bitterness. In 
the face of life’s sufferings and hardships 
man may rest sure “that all the contacts 
of our lives mean something, that they are 
part of our destiny, and that it is for us 
to read the message which lies hidden in 


their strange complexity“ —and here is M. 


Mauriac’s Christianity, the ‘assertion of 
which is so much at odds with most oth- 
er contemporary French novelists, 


“The Unknown Sea” tells of two fath- 
ilies, residents of Bordeaux, members of 
the upper middle class, upon whom life 
sets strange demands. The Revolou fam- 
ily faces the disgrace and suicide of Oscar 
Revolou, the husband and father; his eldest 
son voluntarily makes himself an invalid: 
“He settled down into his mania, building 
its protective sides higher and higher, hol- 
lowing out a little hole, padding it with 
feathers, snuggling down inside.” In his 
way, Denis, the younger brother, makes his 
withdrawal too. Only Rose, a girl in her 
teens, facing the loss of her beloved, turns 
towards the storm with dignity and honor.

He ad- 
vocated an exchange system be- 
tween German and American 
newspapers of reporters and edi- 
torial writers to promote a betters 
understanding between the two 
countries. 

Before a luncheon at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, where he addressed a group 
of business men, he told the Post- 
Dispatch that he had established a 
non-profit newspaper, Abenzeit- 
ung, in Bavaria, for the training 
of young German journalists. The 
Abenzeitung, he said, is patterned 
after the American tabloid, using, 
“lots of pictures and feature 
stories.” e 
“I want American publishers to 
send five-or six of their men to 
work .on the Abenzeitung for a 
year in exch@nge for five or six of 
my best men,” he said. “Only by 
exchanging hyman beings, who 
can be at the hot spots when they~ 
are hot, can a better understand- 
ing of our problems and yours be 
gained.” 


Friedmann was working as a re- 
porter for the Muenchner Neueste 
Nachrichten when Hitler came 
into power in Germany.

Thomas, who is president of the 
American Chemical Society, told 
the St. Louis section of the society 
at a meeting at the Forest Park 
Hotel that applied science, the use 
of scientific methods in the devel- 
opment of inventions, is “our true 
atomic secret. It is rooted in gen- 
erations of Americans who, from 
their youth, absorbed it as part of 
the American philosophy.” 

But science, he said, needs free- 
dom if it is to develop new con- 
cepts. Science is characterized by 
immensé curiosity, by enterprise 
and jmaginative readjustments 
and scientists must have freedom 
to think and to try out their 
ideas. 

“A shackled science would be 
impotent, and the society which 
it helps to support would atrophy,” 
he declared. “It is ironical that 
those totalitarian philosophies 
which profess to desire the fulfill- 
ment of man should wapt to dis- 
card that characteristic which has 
powered whatever man has be- 
come or will become. 

“While fixing their aim on the 
material results of our civiliza- 
tion, those philosophies would 
throttle the very principle which 
has brought them to pass. They 
seem to assume that the whole 
marvelously intricate, yet free- 
running system would continue 
to function in a harness of master 
planning.” 

Thomas described industrial re- 
starch as “the fountainhead of 
modern industry,” but said the 
United States needs to stimulate 
fundamental science, which un- 
covers the basic principles ap- 
plied scientists use for industrial 
purposes, 

“We must think seriously of 
supplying more and more of the 
basic scientific concepts out of 
which new combinations, new 
processes, new products will 
evolve,“ he said. “Although the 
results of basic and long-range 
work are not immediately appar- 
ent in dollars and cents, it serves 
to enrich the common store of 
scientific knowledge out of which 
any practical application must 
come.”

‘New Radio Show 
Church Gives Plays 


Instead of Sermons 
By Dickson Terry 


HERE are, churchmen estimate, some 
¥ 70,000,000 people in this country who, for 
one reason or another, don’t go to church. 
The goal of all denominations, of course, is 
to get these people 
into the fold. Get- 
ting people into the 
fold lies within the 
reajm of evangel- 
ism, a term which 
includes everything 
from camp meet- 
ings to high class 
propaganda. The 
commoniy accepted 
method, and most 
popular through the 
ages, has been to 
preach hellfire and 
brimstone at them, 
both figuratively ee 
and literally speak- „ 
ing scare them into

When radio came along, the churches went 
on the air. The results have been, at best, in- 


determinate. So when the National Council of 


Protestant Episcopal Churches went on the air 
some five weeks ago with a weekly program 
called “Great Scenes From Great Plays,” which 
offered entertainment instead of sermons, it 
more or less set the clerical world on its ear. 
Not only was it a dramatic show, enough in 
itself to condemn it from many sources, but its 
approach to religion was extremely indirect. So 
indirect, in fact, that even some of the clergy 
in the Episcopal church were highly dubious 
about it. 

The program offers a condensed version, or a 
couple of scenes, from a great play. Then, in a 
short talk, it explains the play’s application to 
the moral problems of life and invites interested 
listeners to send in for a booklet which goes into 
the matter further. By the end of the fourth 
week they had received requests for 25,000 book- 
lets. This is only a small nick at the 70,000,000, 
but it is by far the greatest response ever shown 
to a religious program.

THE MAN RESPONSIBLE for the idea is 
Bob Jordan, executive secretary of the promo- 
tion department of the Episcopal church. Jor- 
dan, who is 46 years old but looks considerably 
younger, was in St. Louis the other day to give 
a meeting of bishops some pointers on promo- 
tion, Looking like the successful young business 
man he used to be when he promoted tires for 
one of the largest tire companies in the country, 
he lectured the bishops with charts and graphs 
just like he used to lecture sales managers. 
Jordan, who is anything but clerical looking, 
drank a pre-lunch martini and told us how the 
program came into being. 

This type of program, Jordan admits, is not 

éxactly what the national council had in mind 
when it suggested to him that the church have 
a program of its own, In fact, it took a bit of 
doing to put it over. But now the church is 
almost 100 per cent behind him. The first thing 
Jordan did was make an analysis of religious 
programs that were on the air. The results were 
not highly encouraging. Most of the churches 
were offering sermons, but it was plain to see 
that not many people were listening. Next he 
made an analysis of commercial programs. 
Variety shows, of course, had the highest audi- 
ence ratings. But Bob Hope or Fred Allen was 
obviously out of the question for a religious pro- 
gram. Next to the variety program came the 
dramatic. program, with a listening audience of 
about nine and a half million. 

Jordan decided that here was something he 
could use. He first thought of religious drama- 
tizations, but there weren’t enough good religious 
plays in existence to fill a season. Then he hit 
upon the idea of using secular plays which could 
be tied in with a message. Which, of course, 
brought up the question of how long the mes- 
sage should be, it being, in a sense, the commer- 
cial. They tried to confine it to two minutes, 
but they found that even the best writers 
couldn’t get said what had to be said in that 
time, so he hit on the idea of giving them a 


little of the message and inviting listeners to 


write in for a booklet designed to make it clear 
what the church can do for people seeking God.

JORDAN THEN MADE a transcription of a 
radio version of “Cyrano de Bergerac.” It was 
éxtremely well done, with Walter Hampden in 
the leading role. Its message was one of self- 
sacrifice, the power of a great, self-denying love. 
He toured the country with it, playing it for 
members of the clergy everywhere. He got 85 
per cent approval. 5 

The main body of actors in the shows is 
drawn from the Episcopal Actors’ Guild, an or- 
ganization 25 years old with headquarters in the 
Little Church Around the Corner in New York. 
The stars are recruited from stage and screen 
and radio. At first they had a little trouble 
getting stars, but now that the show is such a 
success, stars’ agent are coming around offer- 
ing their client. The show pays regular wages 
to all suppcrting players, a reduced scale to the 
stars. This makes no difference to the stars, 
however, and many of them have donated their 
checks to keep the program going. Among those 
who have appeared and are going to appear are 
Basil Rathbone, Boris Karloff, Joan Caulfield, 
Brian Ahern, Gene Tierney and Gertrude Law- 
rence. 

Not only has the program met with enthu- 
siastic response within the church, but other de- 
nominations have indorsed it heartily. It gets 
a lot of fan mail, and 19 out of 20 letters are 
favorable. The others insist upon hellfire and 
brimstone, It costs $17,000 a night to produce 
the program, but this is no great problem to 
a promotion man like Jordan, Last year he put 
all the churches on a coast-to-coast hookup with 
the idea of raising $1,000,000 in one hour. He got 
a million and a half. 0

PARIS, MONDAY 


S I look at the New York City 
A newspapers and see pictures of 

the crowds greeting the presi- 
dential candidates, I feel just a 
little homesick. Our political cam- 
paigns and the peculiar way in 
which we conduct them seem odd 
to many foreigners, but ‘they are 
in our blood and we carry them 
on regardless of what is happen- 
ing in the world. 

We may be slightly troubled 
over here in Paris because Stalin 
asserts that the West aims at un- 
leashing a new war.” But the 
crowds greeting President Truman 
and Governor Dewey in New York 
aren’t troubled at all, They have 
more important business at hand. 
They enjoy the excitement of a 
political campaign. Sometimes 
think. they cheer both candidates 
impartially whether they intend 
to vote for them or not. 


I was interested to read that in 
his Boston/speech Governor Dewey 
advocated a “broad expansion of 
federal social benefits,” and to 
go so far as to say that a Repub- 
lican Congress would enthusiasti- 
cally support these ends. One can 
only say about that that.the rec- 
ord of the last Republican Con- 
gress was anything but enthusi- 
astic in this regard. 

There is bound to be a contin- 
uous running battle between lib- 
eralism and conservatism within 
the Republican party. Being out of 
office they had been able to keep 
this battle beneath the surface. 
But if they have to take the re- 
sponsibility it is bound to come 
out in the open just as it has in 
the Democratic party. 

Some day I suppose there will 
be a realignment of all the liberals 
in the Democratic party and all 
the conservatives in the Repub- 


lican party, or there may be two . 


new parties. Just at present they 
are hopelessly scrambled, and if 
President Truman is defeated one 
of the factors will be the Wallace- 
ites on the one hand and the 
Southern reactionaries on the 
other. Should Gov. Dewey be 
elected, he might find himself for 
the first time with part of the 
legislative side of government not 
of his own political party. He 
will begin to understand the diffi- 
cult role a Democratic Governor 
in New York state always has had

lature in the majority to handle. 

So far as foreign affairs go, it 
probably will make very little dif- 
ference who is elected President, 
since even a Republican President 
will need Democratic votes if he 
is going to pursue a bipartisan 
policy and a progressive one.

There is no need to discuss the 
play — South’s nine spades and 
club ace added up indisputably to 
ten tricks, 


Actually, from a purely objec- 
tive point of view, East and West 
should not have felt too badly 
about the outcome, because, when 
an opponent holds a lid nine 
card suit, particularly spade 
suit, with an outside ace, it is 
perfectly natural to “pay him off. 
An event of this sort is so rare 
that 1 t is difficult to combat in 
actual play. Nonetheless, East up- 
braided West for not bidding five 
hearts (which would have been 
cold), and West upbraided East 
right back for having doubled 
four spades instead of going to 
the five level in his own suit. 


Neither defender gave due 
credit to South for his beautifully 
strategic bid of only three spades 
on the second round. Most play- 
ers, holding South’s hand, would 
foolishly jump to four sapes over 
three hearts, and with that jump 
they would unquestionably so 
alarm the opponents as to force 
them to their proper contract. Of 
course South would save at five 
spades, but while this would be 
better than letting the enemy 
make five hearts, it would not be 
in the same class with South’s 


actual victory. 


As for the respective grievances 
of East and West, East could 
scarcely do anythi bu 
he did, when the forcing pass 
came around to him. If anybody 


could bid five hearts it was West, 
and surely that course was not 
too clearly marked even for him.
